Dear Mr. Kunzig: 


For some time this Agency has been faced with an ever-increasing problem 
resulting from our inability to provide parking facilities for our employoes In the 
Rosslyn area as we do for those assigned to our Langley Headquarters. The obyi- 
ous inequity which imposes exorbitant commercial parking fees on this one group 
of employees has understandably had its impact on morale. Additionally, it has 
prescated problerag in the areas of both reexultracnt and assignment since a Rosslyn 
assignment, by the very nature of the commercial parking problem, represents a 
financial consideration which need not be met by the majority of our personnel. 


Faced with this problem, we were most pleased to learn of the recent Comp-~ 
troller General decisions relating to the Department of T- ransportation and the 
Departinent of Navy parking problems which eppear to offer a solution to our pro- 
blems as well. After a careful review of the erlteria contained in the General 
Services Administration Order PRS 7030, 23 of 18 April 1968, Lamy satisfied that 
our Agency meets the requirements necessary for the exercise of your authority, 
4s noted in this Order, to lease jirking facilitles on our behale, 


In the Hight of all factors considered Ihave made a determination that, in 
order to insure the maxtmunt operating efficiency of our Agency components located 
in Rosslyn, it is essential, and we are fully justified in providing eraployees as- 
signed to the Rosslyn area with parking facilities at Government expense. Accord- 
ingly, it is requested that your administration take the necessary action to lease 
1, 007 parking spaces in the Rosslyn arca for subsequent assignment to this Agency. 
Such parking spaces should be located within the Ames, Key, and Magazine Bulld- 
ings, currently cecupiod by our employces, or in available contiguous parking 
areas, Should more specities on this polnt be required, Mr. Joha F, Blake, our 
Director of Legistics, will be in a posit) sist you and your staff.
